[0026,), with the following rewritten paragraph: 

-The threaded holt 1 shown in the figures 1 and 1A 
comprises a shanfc 2 having a widened head 3 with flange 4. in 
whioh a thread 5 has been arranged on the shanK 2. The distal 
end e of the shanK 2, and thus the holt 1, is shown enlarged in 

the distal end 6, the reoess heing axially bounded by a flat 
bottom s which extends perpendicular to the center line X of the 
bolt , The recess is radially bounded by an inclined 
deferential plane 9 running concentrically about the center 
line X, the plane 9 is at angle a of «-7 S . with respect to the 
center line X. Via a sharp, line-shaped transition 10, which

12 However, inclined circumferential plane 12 is at an angle y 
with respect to the center line X, which is different from the 
angle (3 and which here is 25 to 35°.-- 
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
